SIGNIFICANCE OF PRESIDENT MITTERRAND'S THIRD AFRICAN VISIT EXAMINED

PRESIDENT MITTERRAND'S visit to 
Togo. Benin and Gabon. his third African 
tour in less than a vear has been very much 
an event to interest the French and Fran- 
cophone media, and not many others. The 
trip last May, to Niger. Ivory Coast and 
Senegal. excited more general media in- 
terests (as his first Black African visit). The 
second was around the Franco-African 
summit in Kinshasa. an event of wider 
interest, with pan-African implications, a 
key point in the OAU’s crisis. This tour has 
more of a routine character, but that does 
not mean that it lacks political interest or 
significance for Afnca itself. For example. 
the speeches made by President Mitterrand 
during the visits are rich in material for 
students of French policy in Africa. It is 
particularly fruitful to compare the speech 
made before members of the ruling party 
in Togo, in the Maison du Parti in Lomé 
with that made to an estimated crowd of 
30,000 in the newly opened Chinese-built 
Friendship Stadium in Cotonou. 

Many of the themes expounded were 
common to both, such as the continued 
primacy given to Africa in French policy 
towards the Third World, the need for 
solidarity faced with the international Con- 
joncture, as well as the respect for inde- 
pendence and sovereignty and the import- 
ance of “interdependence” — the latter a 
favourite theme of both Mitterrand and his 
foreign minister Claude Cheysson. whose 
African experience gives him, inevitably, a 
greater role in the formulation of French 
policy in Afnca than his predecessors. 

‘More than ever,"’ said Mitterrand in 
Cotonou ‘to help the Third World is to 
help ourselves."’ A parallel sentiment was 
expressed in Togo. The two speeches also 
contained references to aiding the “‘least- 
developed"’ countries. But were nuanced 
in view of Benin's possession of that status 





while Togo is trying to obtain it. In both 
countnes, too, the need for just prices for 
raw matenals was mentioned, and in Togo 
he indicated that France would seek ways 
of purchasing more Togolese phosphates. 

In both countries the President had 
encouraging words for ECOWAS, which 
President Eyadema had mentioned in his 
own speech. Benin. Mitterrand recalled, 
had hosted the conference last vear. Like- 
wise, both here and in Lomé. he spoke of 
his concern at the divisions the OAU. In 
Togo he recalled that he had said in 
Kinshasa that he hoped ardently that the 
unity of the OAU could be preserved, and 
he was confident in the sense of responsi- 
bility of African heads of state. In Benin it 
was simply “long-established and cele- 
brated Afncan wisdom” that would “over- 
come dangerous quarrels’. In both coun- 
tries he also referred to the French role in 
the Namibia Contact Group. 

The great difference in the two speeches 
was much more in tone and delivery. It is 
true that before a large audience in a 
stadium such as the French President 
found here, he was bound to adopt a more 
declamatory style, but he seems to have a 
particularly soft spot for Benin which 
showed through the formalities. While in 
Togo at times he seemed almost wooden, 
in Benin he became animated. and the 
phrasing of his speech occasionally had 
Gaullist overtones (consciously so, one 
would imagine): ‘“‘Beninoises, Beninois, 
compagnons des heures difficile, la France 
ne vous a pas oubliés" (‘Companions in 
difficult times, France has not forgotten 
you”’). 

This was very well received by the 
Beninois crowd, and the authorities who 
attach a great deal of importance to this 
visit, the first visit of any French President 
since independence 22 years ago. It sets the 
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seal on the reconciliation with Paris after a 
decade of frosty relations, which reached 
their nadir after the mercenary landing in 
Cotonou on January 16, 1977, in which 
many saw a hidden French hand, especially 
since the notorious Bob Denard was linked 
with it. The fact that on the morning of that 
day (a misty Sundz:, like the day of the 
1977 invasion), President Mitterrand laid a 
wreath at the Martyrs’ Memonal here, 
built to commemorate the fallen of January 
16, seemed to be an act of atonement — 
not of course officially acknowledged. It 
certainly symbolised the happier relations 
that exist between Benin and France since 
the Socialists came to power. 

The cordiality of the visit could be seen 
in other aspects, too. The ceremony at the 
National University at Abomey-Calavi, at 
which the French President received an 
honorary doctorate, demonstrated that he 
feels a kind of affinity with the celebrated 
intelligentsia of this country (to deploy a 
hackneyed phrase about Benin, you could 
say that this was the Latin Quarter of Paris’ 
best known resident coming to the Latin 
Quarter of Africa). Confering the degree, 


the University’s Rector, Jean Pliya, him- 
self a well-known playwright, stressed Mit- 
terrand’s own substantial literary output. 
Pliya also caused a sensation with the 
highly appreciative audience, mainly stu- 
dents, by observing that Mitterrand’s birth- 
day, October 26, was also the date of 
Kerekou's coming to power in 1972. 
Again, the French President showed his 
enjoyment of being in Benin by agreeing 
with President Kerekou that their Sunday 
afternoon talks be cancelled, and he should 
accompany Mme Mitterrand to the lake- 
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village of Ganvie, with its celebrated stilt 
houses. 

Finally, at the banquet in the “Red 
Hall"’ of the Presidential Palace here. when 
the Benin President made some politica! 
points in his toast, the French President. 
relaxed and on form, scrapped his pre- 
pared reply and improvised, as any good 
politician should be able to do, on a 
number of themes, from human rights and 
the Middle East, to the Sahara and Chad. 


On the Sahara, in response to Kerekou's 
piea that he should discuss the matter with 
King Hassan in his forthcoming Moroccan 
visit. President Mitterrand reaffirmed 
France's known support for a referendum 
under OAU, or maybe UN, auspices. On 
Chad, replying to Kerekou’s plea for re- 
conciliation between all sons of Chad. The 
French President said: ‘‘We don’t want this 
conflict to become progressively more 
poisoned, which one may fear, to the 
extent that the superpowers, not to men- 
tion neighbouring powers, are comitting 
themselves on heavily mined terrain. | 
must warn African countries, like yours, of 
the consequences of such events.” 
Although this may have been Mitterrand’s 
way of saying that bilateral cordiality did 
not indicate accord on all issues, the 
Beninois responded well because it sound- 
ed like frank talk between brothers. They 
had also had the opportunity of seeing one 
of the world’s leading statesmen extending 
himself oratorically, without notes and 
complete with gestures — a sight to have 
witnessed. But what has probably gone 
down best of all here had been the heavy 
hints that French aid to Benin will register 
an increase this year.

"LOW KEY' AFRICAN TOUR ASSESSED

IT WAS MOST unfortunate, both for 
those killed or injured a”..' for the Chinese 
diplomatic effort, that the crowd welcom- 
ing Premier Zhao Ziyang in Harare broke 
through the barriers restraining the “‘popu- 
lar enthusiasm”’ so carefully fostered for 
visits of this kind. For Zimbabwe was one 
of the high points on the Premier’s tour, 
being the only African country of Leftist 
hue which is not at the same time “pro- 
Soviet” in the Angolan or Algerian sense 
of the term. 

Zhao's 11-nation tour was in many ways, 
however, a break with past Sino-African 
traditions. The itinerary was carefully 
chosen not to offend — or at least, to 
offend as little as possible. Algeria and 
Morocco, Congo and Gabon, and Guinea 
and Zaire were all delicately balanced on 
this all-things-to-all-regimes tour. Had it 
not been for the accident at Harare and the 
more significant meeting with the ANC 
and SWAPO representatives in Lusaka, 
the Chinese tour might have passed almost 
unnoticed. 

This discreetness was in stark contrast to 
the tour of that other self-proclaimed Tiers 
Mondiste whose exploits in Benin, Togo 
and Gabon are documented in this issue. 
Both Mitterrand and Zhao publicly de- 
plore the East-West struggle being enacted 
on the Continent while at the same time 
wanting their share of influence there. The 
difference is that France has the historical 
links and (consequently?) the commercial 
clout to make her presence more felt. The 
Chinese “development” effort in Africa 
has been, characteristically, low key and 
low cost, a reflection both of the lack of 
funds available for the buying of foreign 
friends and of a stated commitment to 
small-scale “appropriate technology” pro- 
jects. Official releases from the Chinese 
tour have not been dominated by 
announcements of debt-reschedulings (as 
did the French in Benin) or increased 
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“aid” budgets, but have concentrated on 
rather woollier concepts such as ‘“South- 
South solidanty”’. 

The meetings in Lusaka with ANC and 
SWAPO representatives have given a little 
more substance to that declared solidarity 
— there has been a justified suspicion in 
Africa over the past two decades that 
Chinese involvement in Africa was based 
chiefly on anti-Soviet sentiment (as evi- 
denced by the military support of FLING 
rather than the PAIGC in Guinea Bissau 
and the support of UNITA rather than the 
MPLA in Angola). 

But the climate has so changed now 
that the Foreign Minister, Wu Xuegian, 
could state unequivocally that “Namibian 
independence should not be linked to 
Cuban troop withdrawal from Angola’’.. 
There was even a suggestion, from the 
ANC, that Peking might extend material 
support to their liberation struggle. Di- 
plomatic relations with Angola were for- 
mally established during the time that 
Zhao was in Africa. 

The nature of the trading relationship 
between commodity-producing and indus- 
trialised nations makes this sort of politico- 
military commitment the only viable one 
China can make to Africa. China is in the 
rather unusual position among underde- 
veloped nations of not relying heavily on 
external trade, partly because of its domes- 
tic market of.over 1,000m. people and 
partly because of its self-sufficient philo- 
sophies. China is also a pcor country. with, 
at present, a limited capacity to import 
more of Africa’s raw materials. 

Despite these economic constraints Chi- 
na can still make useful coniacts in Africa 
if, as seems to be the case, Peking has 
understood that southern Afnican libera- 
tion is the fundamental and burning issue 
at the heart of African foreign policy. But 
more than vague promises will be required 
to cement those contacts.

ECOWAS HEAD SAYS TRAVEL PROTOCOL ABUSED BY CITIZENS

[Text] Abidjan, 14 Feb (NAN)--The executive secretary of the ECOWAS, 
Dr Aboubakar Ouattara, said in Accra on Thursday, that citizens from 
member-states of the organization were abusing the 90-day stay allowed in 


member-countries. 


The Abidjan correspondent of the News Agency of Nigeria (NAN) quoted 
Dr Ouattara as saying that the abuse had led to several problems and warned 
that after 90 days stay in another country, the ECOWAS protocol did not 


cover any traveller. 


The GHANAIAN TIMES at the weekend reported that Dr Ouattara said that the 
ECOWAS protocol on free movement had not reached the stage where ECOWAS 
citizens could move within the sub-region without travel documents and 
advised that all travellers should obtain the necessary travel papers. 


The executive secretary pointed out that it was only during the second stage 
of the protocol--which is expected to come into effect in 3 years time that 
ECOWAS citizens could move into and reside in any member-country unrestricted. 


Dr Ouattara explained that Nigeria's expulsion of illegal immigrants was 
not a blanket order expelling all foreigners in the country as there were 
still many immigrants with valid documents working in Nigeria. 


Commenting on the future of ECOWAS itself, the GHANAIAN TIMES quoted him 
as saying: It looks bleak but it is important that everything be done to 
build it into a healthy institution.

LUANDA FURTHER CITES INTERIOR MINISTER ON TALKS WITH RSA 
EA?81223 Luanda Domestic Service in Portuguese 1900 GMT 27 Feb 83 


[Text] The Angolan interior minister, Comrade Alexandre Rodrigues Kito, who 
led the Angolan delegation to the two meetings on the Island of Sal with a 
South African delegation, said in Luanda yesterday that the Angolan Govern- 
ment is ready at any time to hold new meetings with the South Africans for 
the implementation of UN Security Council Resolution No 435. 


At a meeting with Angolan journalists, aimed at establishing the truth about 
the Isle of Sal talks, Comrade Alexandre Rodrigues Kito added that it is not 
the intention of the People's Republic of Angola to turn its back on talks 
with South Africa. 


The Angolan interior minister pointed out that the partial occupation of 
Angolan territory by South African regulars is an obstacle to the implementa- 
tion of UN Security Council Resolution No 435. For the People's Republic of 
Angola, he said, this UN resolution is the sole, valid, legal instrument for 
Namibian independence and requires no amendment. 


The Angolan interior minister said that an end to South African hostilities 
against Angola and the implementation of this resolution were the main points 
raised at the two meetings between Angola and South Africa, held last Decem- 
ber and this month. 


Support for SWAPO, the minister said, is a duty of every African country, 
including Angola, and at no time has Angola deviated from this duty by try- 
ing to replace SWAPO. The minister said this in rebuttal of rumors according 
to which Angola had held talks with South Africa on suppressing SWAPO and 
finding a solution to the problems of the war and the Angolan puppets. 


Angola does not need to sign cease-fire agreement with the South Africans 
inasmuch as it has at no time declared war against South Africa, Alexandre 
Rodrigues Kito said. He added that any cease-fire should be signed between 
Pretoria and SWAPO. 


As far as we are concerned, he underlined, South Africa must halt its hostil- 
ities against Angola and withdraw its troops from our territory. UN Security 





Council Resolution No 435 cannot be implemented as long as South African troops 
remain in our territory. 


The Angolan minister pointed out that the problem of the Angolan puppets or 
an assumed agreement between the above and the Angolan Government was not 
discussed on the Island of Sal. We do not resort to horse trading, the 
minister said, referring to information according to which an Angolan-South 
African agreement providing for the withdrawal of South African assistance 
to the Angolan puppets had been envisaged. 


In this respect, Comrade Alexandre Rodrigues Kito pointed out that SWAPO is a 
liberation movement recognized by the United Nations as the sole legitimate 
representative of the Namibian people, while the UNITA rabble is a puppet 
organization which in the past was a cats paw of Portuguese colonialists 

and is now a tool of racist South Africa. 


To conclude, the Angolan official underlined that the meeting on the 23d of 
this month had no positive results because it was not a continuation of the 
first meeting held on 8 December.

OPPOSITION MOVEMENT SAYS MEMBERS TO RETURN

[Text, 25 Feb (AFP)--The clandestine Cameroonian Opposition Movement, the 
Union of Cameroonian Peoples [UPC], announced in Paris on Friday that a 
"dozen of its responsible members" were going to ask to return to Cameroon 

in conformity with "the new head of state's solemn and public authorization." 


During his official visit to France last week, President Paul Biya stated in 
reply to a question that the UPC "as such does not enjoy legal existence in 
Cameroon.” He said: "There are Cameroonians who claim to belong to that 
movement. Some of them are in France. But if they want to return to 
Cameroon, they may do so." 


During a press conference, Simeon Quissu, the UPC deputy secretary general, 
explained that "the conditions for the security of the exiles returning to 
Cameroon should be [word indistinct] by international organizations and 
voluntary observers from all shades of opinions." 


Mr Quissu, who described the Cameroonian head of state's statement as a 
"small step forward," further said that the group of Cameroonians would seek 
information on the spot on the deadlines and conditions under which President 
Biya “intends to implement or revise the Cameroonian constitution which, in 
its article 3, explicitly guarantees the multiparty system." He added that 
they will also determine if the "political detainees" are released. 


Mr Quissu deplored the ban which, according to him, was placed on the UPC in 
France and announced that his movement was launching a "permanet appeal fund" 
in order to “obtain increased moral and material support."

FRENCH DAILY INTERVIEWS CAMEROON'S BIYA 
PM251145 Paris LE MONDE in French 15 Feb 83 p 7 


[Interview with Cameroon President Paul Biya by Philippe Decraene; date and 
place not specified] 


[Text] [Question] How do you explain the fact that your country is less 
well known in France and worldwide than other African states such as Senegal 
or the Ivory Coast, for instance? 


[Answer] This is due to the difficult conditions under which Cameroon gained 
independence. Indeed, the civil war continued in our country for several 
years after our entry into the Concert of Nations [Concert des Nations]. 
Throughout this period we hardly had time to make ourselves known abroad. 
AFter about a decade things changed; we will continue our efforts and step 
them up to ensure that our partners abroad have as fair a picture as pos- 
sible of our country. 


[Question] Are you afraid that the old domestic disputes that have split 
the Cameroonians could reemerge? 


[Answer ] The Cameroon National Union, our only party, has pursued a policy 
of national reconciliation for over two decades and has spared no effort to 
consolidate unity. This reduces the risks of a resurgence of internal dis- 
putes, but we are nevertheless vigilant, because the temptation to jeopardize 
the status quo may persist among some people.... 


[Question] Following your accession to power, can one expect in the near 
future a liberalization of the regime and perhaps even the institutionaliza- 


tion of a multiparty system? 


[Answer] National unity is too recent to permit such a development now. 
Cameroon is composed of over 200 ethnic groups and the time is not yet ripe 
for a multiparty system. Virtually no sooner than they are created, the new 
parties would threaten to espouse the aspirations of the principal ethnic 
groups, as happened in 1966, when the single party was established. On the 
other hand, we are steadfastly resolved to democratize this party, if only 
by expanding the political debate among leaders and party members.... 








I would add that our rapid economic development should in time justify some 
kind of administrative decentralization. But this decision must first be 
debated by the party bodies. 


[Question] In your opinion is Cameroon experiencing a phase of prosperity? 


[Answer] I am tempted to answer "yes," but.... Bearing in mind the world 
economic situation, Cameroon's economy is relatively prosperous. Our public 
finances are healthy, our GDP grows 4-6 percent a year and our foreign debt 
is small. The recent emergence of revenue deriving from the exploitation of 
our oil resources prompts major hopes. 


The Cameroonians’ living standards have improved.... But we are suffering the 
full harmful effects of the world crisis; and Cameroon is not immune to im- 
ported inflation, unemployment or the deterioration in its exchange rate, 

and this obviously tempers our optimism.... 


[Question] Does your country's economic progress prompt you to seek closer 
cooperation with France? 


[Answer] Of course.... To promote and stimulate our economic endeavor, we 
need major foreign financial help. For instance, to complete the project 
to construct a gas liquefaction plant at Kribi (a project involving an in- 
vestment of over $4 billion) the help of friendly countries, including 
France, is indispensable. 


Our requirements in road and port equipment, and our projects in the fields 
of education and rural development require foreign financial aid. 


But we also have pressing manpower requirements for technological training, 
higher education--especially in our medical faculty--public works and civil 
engineering. We also need city planners for the expansion of our cities, 
landscapers [paysagistes] and military experts for the modernization of our 
army.... 


[Question] What about cooperation with other states? 


[Answer] France remains our foremost partner, though we maintain relations 
of cooperation with several other states--Canada, the FRG, the Netherlands, 
Belgium, the United States, China. the Soviet Union--which help us consider- 
ably, as do several international bodies, which give us continuous help. 


[Question] Why has Cameroon so far taken no stance on the expulsions de- 
cided by Nigeria? 


[Answer] Solely out of a concern not to aggravate an already tragic situ- 
ation and to avoid any risk of making things worse. 


[Question] There is often talk of a degree of Cameroonian isolationism. 
What is your view of that? 














[Answer] It is an untrue assertion. Cameroon is a founder member of the OAU 
and the Customs Union of Central African States [UDEAC]. It belongs to sev- 
eral other regional bodies including the Chad Lake Basin Commission and the 
Niger River Basin Commission. 


[Question] What about the Community of Central African States created on 
the Gabonese president's initiative? 


[Answer] We did not oppose the creation of that organization. But the 
diversity of the states eligible to be in it is such that it raises thorny 
economic, monetary and fiscal problems. Thus it is necessary to agree to 
proceed by stages. In addition the birth of this new organization should not 
lead to the disappearance of the existing regional organizations, especially 
the UDEAC. 


[Question] Cameroon left the Afro-Malagasy-Mauritian Common Organization a 
long time ago.... 


[Answer] We left that organization because our bilingual status poses special 
problems. Even if we are not members of many organizations we are nonetheless 
still authentic champions of interdependence among states. 


[Question] Does your official visit to France have some special significance? 


[Answer] In this transition period, Cameroon wants to strengthen all its 

ties with France even more than in the past. The change which has just been 
made at the head of this state will not change the exemplary nature of Franco- 
Cameroonian relations at all. Our [word indistinct] plan is being imple- 
mented. Investments in Cameroon are well rewarded. I intend to tell that to 
the French businessmen, and encourage them to take a more active interest in 
our country.

PRESIDENT PEREIRA INTERVIEWED ON NONALIGNED SUMMIT

[Text] Praia, 28 Feb (TANJUG)--Cape Verde President Aristides Maria Pereira 
has stated in an interview to TANJUG that the Seventh Nonaligned Summit in 
New Delhi takes place at a time of a deep crisis in international political 


and economic relations. 


At this moment, it is an imperative need to resolve major international prob- 
lems, differences and even armed conflicts which have not spared even the 
members of the nonaligned movement," [quotation mark as received] he said. 

"I am confident that the movement, which has always been prepared to help in 
constructively settling international disputes, will find ways in New Delhi 
for surmounting differences between nonaligned countries so as to preserve 
their unity and action capability," the Cape Verde president underlined. He 
cited the Iran-Iraq war, the situation in Afghanistan and the Kampuchean prob- 
lem as priority questions to be dealt with by the New Delhi summit. 


Speaking about the reasons for differences among nonaligned countries, Pereira 

specified that beside "historical roots inherited from the colonial past, there 
are forces active in the world whose primary hope is to limit and even prevent 

the activities of the nonaligned movement which is emphatically opposed to the 

policy of force, domination and hegemony." 


Pereira said that Africa feels responsibility for the successful work of the 
summit and expects the gathering to help these countries to draw a lesson and 
strengthen unity within the Organization of African Unity (OAU) which many 


want to break up. 


African countries should not allow themselves to transfer their disputes and 
differences to the competence of the nonaligned movement or let it deal with 
them, but should seek ways for their settlement within the framework of the 


OAU, Pereira said. 


Turning to the situation in Southern Africa, President Pereira confirmed that 
"intensive negotiations" are in progress in the capital of his country between 
Angola and South Africa on the problem of Namibia and mutual relations as well 
as contacts between Mozambique and South Africa. 








These contacts confirm that a process of seeking integral solutions to problems 
in Southern Africa has started, as has also the one of adjusting the initiatives 
and actions of the so-called "contact group" of Western countries and within the 
United Nations, he said. 


Setting forth the particulars of these moves, President Pereira stated that 
there was both "the determination and the visible wish of Luanda and Pretoria, 
as well as Maputo and Pretoria for reaching solutions to the problems through 
negotiations." He said that there were prospects for ending the armed con- 
flicts. 


President Pereira also announced that the dispute between his country and 
Guinea-Bissau would soon be surmounted. 


The Cape Verde president concluded his interview to TANJUG by expressing hope 
that the non-aligned countries will prove in New Delhi, as they have done at 
all their meetings so far, to be an independent non-bloc factor and remain, 
in accordance with the authentic principles of the movement, the motive power 
of the struggle for peace, security, progress, and equitable international 
cooperation.

FORMER GUINEA-BISSAU HEAD ARRIVES FROM CUBA

[Text] Praia, 1 Mar (AFP)--Former Guinea-Bissau head of state Luis Cabral 
arrived on Tuesday morning in Cape Verde where he will as of now reside 
permanently after 14 months of exile in Cuba. 


Luiz Cabral headed the Guinea-Bissau State Council from that country's inde- 
pendence in 1974 until the 14 November 1980 coup d'etat which toppled him. 
He was then arrested and detained before being exiled to Cuba on 31 December 


1981. 


Before his overthrow, Mr Cabral was also the deputy secretary general of the 
African Party for the Independence of Guinea-Bissau and Cape Verde, PAIGC, 
founded by Amilcar Cabral, his half brother, a party which was common to both 
countries until the November coup d'etat that resulted in a break in the rela- 
tions between Bissau and Praia. Cape Verde President Aristides Pereira was 
then PAIGC secretary general. 


With the normalization of relations between Guinea-Bissau and Cape Verde, 

the Bissau government agreed to the return of Mr Cabral to Cape Verde.

FOREIGN MINISTER CRITICIZES LIBYA EXPANSIONISM

[Text] Ndjamena, 15 Feb (AFP)--Chad can count on a 22,000 strong National 
Army to halt "Libya's expansionist aims," Chadian Foreign Minister Idriss 


Miskine said today. 


In an interview with AGENCE FRANCE-PRESSE, Mr Miskine gave previously 
unknown details on the National Chadian Armed Forces (FANT) formed last 
December by the government of Hissein Habre. For the first time Chad had 
a unified army under a single command, instead of factional militia, 

Mr Miskine noted. Posts of responsibility had been allocated based purely 


on competence, he said. 


The commander-in-chief of the new force is Major Idriss Deby, who led the 
troops of Mr Habre's Armed Forces of the North (FAN) faction when they took 
Ndjamena last June, toppling the government of Goukouni Oueddei. 


Mr Miskine, who is deputy to Mr Habre, said that 4,000 men of various 
factions had gone over to the FAN in the past 8 months. They had been 
absorbed into the National Army, along with soldiers of the Chadian Armed 
Forces (FAT) faction, who had helped Mr Habre gain control of the south of 
the country by ousting their leader, Colonel Abdel Kader Kamougue. 


Mr Miskine said the Chadian Government had "irrefutable proof" that 12,000 
Libyans and other Africans of Libya's "foreign legion" were currently 
deployed in northern Chad, in support of Mr Goukouni, who has set up an 
alternative government near the Libyan border. 


Chad Government forces had clashed with Libyan elements on 23 December at 
Gouro, inflicting heavy losses but suffering some wounded, Mr Miskine 
indicated. The government troops now controlled the area, he said. 


Mr Miskine said that the Libyan foreign legion included Congolese, Beninese, 
700 former gendarmes from Katanga, which tried to break away from Zaire in 
the 1960's, and 500 men from the movement led by Idi Lala against the 
government of the Central African Republic. This force possessed eight 
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military aircraft of Italian make, Mr Miskine said. (A reliable source 
in Ndjamena confirmed that several dozen Chadians living in the CAR had 
been recruited by backers of Mr Goukouni for a payment of $300 and sent to 


northern Chad.) 


Mr Miskine accused Congo of being a "Libyan satellite" in Central Africa. 
"We know how the Libyan authorities manipulate Congolese leaders. We have 
all seen the insults the Congolese have to take from the Libyans in every 


inter-African meeting," he said. 

The foreign minister said that almost half of Chad's budget--$565 million 
out of total of 1.2 billion--was being spent on defence, inc’uding the 
purchase of uniforms and regular pay for the troops as well s weapons. 


The authorities in Ndjamena were determined to ensure the security of the 
state, "even if we have to fight alone, without outside aid," he said.

[Text] Pointe Noire, Congo, 28 Feb (AFP)--The Congo and the French oil group 
Elf-Aquitaine, whose subsidiary here produces two-thirds of the country's 
crude oil, have begun talks on how to cope with the fall in international 


market rates. 


President Denis Sassou-Nguesso and the head of Elf-Aquitaine Albin Chalandon 
have just had two days of discussions that coincided with the inauguration 


of the Yanga off-shore rig. 


A French source said one key topic was the profits tax payable to the Congo 
State by Elf-Congo, owned 75 percent by Elf-Aquitaine and 25 percent by the 


Congolese Republic. 


Taxes are at present based on a rate of 31 dollars a barrel, whereas the go- 
ing market rate for the oil is 27 or 28 dollars a barrel. 


Mr Chalandon said Saturday that Elf-Aquitaine could not finance a deficit 
by its Congolese subsidiary. A new formula was needed to meet the current 
market situation while allowing for the Congo's development requirements. 


This country's oil output was 4,500,000 tons last year and could total five 
million tons in 1983. Oil revenue meets two-thirds of the budget needs, and 
the fall in rates implies a reappraisal of equipment programmes. 


The president of the republic and Mr Chalandon attended the formal inaugur- 
ation Saturday of the new oil platform at the Yanga field some 65 kilometres 
(40 miles) off Point Noire. 


This is the sixth deposit discovered in Congo, and is the second largest, 
smaller only than Emeraude. Yanga has actually been producing since June 
1981, and Elf-Congo has so far extracted 1,500,000 tons. 


The reserves at Yanga are an estimated 65 million tons, and 18 million tons 
are regarded as recoverable.

[Text] Gabon has indicated that it has no intention to change the prices of 
its crude oil. A communique issued by the Gabonese Ministry of Mines and 
Petroleum exactly says the following: 


In view of the collapse of oil prices and the uncoordinated reactions of some 
producing countries, the Gabonese Government makes it a point to warn oil 
producers--whether OPEC or non-OPEC member--and consumers against any ego- 
istic move likely to plunge the international community into an economic and 
financial chaos detrimental to every country. 


In such a depressed economic situation as the present world crisis, only 
negotiations for stable long-term prices can save the world economy from a 
new oil crisis which would annihilate several years of efforts. Gabon makes 
it a point to assume its responsibilities and respect its international com- 
mitments. It urges all OPEC member countries to do everything to restore 
order on the world oil market. 


Meanwhile, Gabonese Oil Minister [title as heard] Etienne Guy Mouvagha- 
Tchioba was interviewed this morning: 


{Begin recording] [Question] What are the consequences for Gabon of the cut 
in oil prices? 


[Answer] There is no doubt that a fall in the price of Gabonese oil can have 
quite serious consequences on the implementation of our budget. You are 
aware of the importance of oil in the state budget and in our export earnings.

PRIME MINISTER DISCUSSES SOUTH AFRICAN ATTITUDE

[Text] The prime minister, the Right Honorable Dr Leabua Jonathan, has 

made a strong appeal to the Basutho to bury their internal differences in 
order to face their common enemy. Addressing a big (?meeting) at (Silwe) 

in Mohales Hoek District yesterday, the prime minister said that the Basutho 
as a nation owed their survival to their unity and to their ability to 
resist divisive maneuvers by their enemies. 


Characterizing recent attacks by South Africa on Lesotho as a repetition 

of history, the prime minister said that there was need for chiefs to speak 
to the masses and urge them to be as one in the face of South Africa's 
onslaughts. He said that during all the history of Lesotho, no other people 
had attacked the country militarily as frequently as the Boers had done. 

The prime minister said that the present attacks were a continuation of the 
attacks which the Roers had made in the past [on] Thaba Bosiu, Lesotho's 
impregnable mountain fortress. He referred to numerous other battles which 
the Basutho had fought with the Boers, such as (Qalabane). 


He said that the Boers were inherently militaristic, and it was not true 

that they were today attacking us because of the presence in Lesotho of 
alleged ANC guerrillas. Dr Jonathan also said that South African inter- 
ference and destabilization of other African states was not a new phenomenon. 
He recalled that during the Nigerian civil war, South Africa's then Minister 
of Defense P. W. Botha, who is today that country's prime minister, had 

sent 200 troops to Nigeria to fight on the side of Biafran secessionists. 

He said that with regard to Lesotho, South Africa was using the so-called 
Lesotho Liberation Army merely as an anonym for subversive acts committed 


by South Africa itself. 


Explaining why it was King Moshoeshoe II who had gone to the Security Council 
to present Lesotho's case following the massacre of 9 December last year by 
South African militarists, the prime minister said that this was a case of 
one country being attacked by another, and it could only be taken up at the 
level of our head of state, who did so heroically. 


The prime minister expressed great surprise that there were still some 
people in Lesotho who thought that he could possibly bring an end to the 
present attacks by South Africa through holding talks with the Boers. He 





said that the Boers had heeded neither the voice of King Mosheshoe, nor the 
collective opinion of the international community through a unanimous 
resolution of the UN Security Council, which had called upon South Africa 

to pay Lesotho for damages to lives and to property, while also calling upon 
it to undertake never to attack Lesotho again, either directly or by proxy. 


Not only did the Boers refuse immediately to comply with the resolution, 

but it is also a measure of their arrogance that soon after its adoption, 

they have chosen to attack petrol depots in Maseru, the prime minister said. 
He added that it was senseless for anybody to think that he could himself 
persuade them otherwise. Dr Jonathan, however, advised the South African 
regime that even though it enjoyed flexing its military power against Lesotho, 
it was going to tumble from its pedestal, much as Hitler fell from his 


position of military power. 


Speaking about the development of (Silwe) and the (holding) area, Dr Jonathan 
said that it was one of the driest areas in the country. He said that there 
was need for concerted relief action by the ministries of rural development 
and agriculture to ensure a constant supply of water for domestic and irri- 
gation purposes. The prime minister even said that the two ministries should 
have stations in the area. At yesterday's (?meeting) the (Taung) constituency 
committee of the ruling Basotho National Party handed a sum of 150 maluti 

to the prime minister as their contribution toward the fund for victims of 
South African aggression established by the prime minister after the barbaric 
massacre of innocent people, including women and children, by South African 


soldiers last December.

African countries must unite to build together a common institution despite 
the differences that can surface between them. It is only through institu- 
tions like PANA that we can measure up to the foreign means of communications.

COMMENTARY CALLS FOR FINANCIAL PRUDENCE

[Station commentary ] 


[Text] When OPEC had its last meeting, tension rose to seal the fate as to 
what would happen to the price of crude oil. Unfortunately, that meeting 
broke up without any concrete agreements on production quota among member 
States. It could also not resolve the vexed question of price benchmark. 

So the stage was set for every country to take any measure deemed necessary. 
It became clear that the world oil market is in chaos. Many of those who 
kept vigil on the (?proceedings) at the OPEC meeting reached the inevitable 
conclusion that there would be price war among crude oil producers. 


Now the war has started. Oil prices started to come down. As we observed 
in our last analysis, the North Sea oil producers, who are not members of 
OPEC, fired the first shots. They removed $4.50 from what they used to 
charge. Nigeria answered back by cutting 50 cents lower than the North Sea 
oil producers. This is understandable because we produce the same quality 
of crude oil. It is expected that the North Sea people will even want to go 
down further. Now the other members of OPEC are contemplating on cuts too. 
Those of them that have not done so are only being persuaded to wait by a 
false sense of security. 


But the real issues for us in Nigeria border on the implications of the oil 
price cuts. To start with, it is not an understatement to say that the 
crunch has come. A nation that enjoyed the bliss of high oil revenue will 
now have to take the heat of a much lower income from the commodity and as 

an economist speculated, the cut in price does not necessarily mean increased 
demand in the world now drowning in a sea of oil. So the possibility of in- 
creased production does not even exist. Hence no one can talk of making more 
money with the cuts in price. Perhaps it is unnecessary to waste any time in 
restating the obvious, but for the past 15 years oil has been the largest 
source of our foreign exchange earnings. Now that this foreign exchange will 
not be forthcoming as it used to be the case, what else can a government 


do? 


For some time now we have been talking about the diversification of the 
economy. Yes, the country has been working hard to attract more people to the 
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land in order to make it self-sufficient in food production. The federal 
government has on its own alone been committing a reasonable amount of its 
revenue to the green revolution program. Some states are beginning to place 
agriculture on top of their priorities. Regrettable, some states are totally 
lukewarm on this. Also, Nigeria has invested a good portion of its income 

on heavy industries like iron and steel and petrochemical plants. The long- 
term result is that we shall not be importing some strategic goods with our 
hard-earned foreign exchange. 


However, having said all that, the truth remains that Nigeria has come to the 
bottom of the chasm. Incoming revenue will be far less than what used to 
enter the nation's purse. This means that we just have to reorder our 
priorities. First, the era of prestige projects has finally gone. The issue 
now is that the country has no surplus money, so nobody can be talking about 
the problems of how to spend it. Secondly, this country cannot tolerate an 
open-door policy on imports. We have reached a stage where we have to be 
selective in what we purchase from abroad. Thirdly, the various governments 
in the country will have to cut their coats according to their cloth. There 
must be financial prudence on the part of all of them. To put it vividly, 
they have to operate on a very tight budget. Finally, the people of this 
country should respond to the situation by being less demanding. The truth 
is that the various countries of the world are in the same boat [word indis- 
tinct] and every nation is doing its best to ameliorate the situation. 
Nigeria cannot be an odd one out.

[Excerpts] Nigeria has made a strong appeal to member nations of the 
Organization of African Unity to attend the reconvened 19th summit in 
Addis Ababa, Ethiopia, without preconditions. The appeal came from 
President Shehu Shagari while commenting on the outcome of the meeting of 
the OAU !2-nation contact committee in Nairobi, Kenya. 


[Begin Shagari recording] We cannot afford to have ideological differences 
or differences on issues within Africa when our main preoccupation is to 
ensure that the Organization of African Unity does not die. We cannot allow 
it to die. As I told the committee, posterity will not forgive us if during 
our time the OAU comes to an end. So we must direct our attention towards 
achieving the goal of this committee. And the goal of the committee is 
simply to find ways and means whereby the 19th summit can hold and I asked 
everyone to direct his attention to this issue: How do we meet and how do 


we get a quorum? 


I told them Nigeria attended the first meeting in Tripoli and the second 
meeting even though we did not recognize the Western Sahara as a government, 
although we recognize it as a liberation movement; even though we did not 
recognize the government of Goukouni Oueddei. And these are the two issues 
that have bogged down the OAU. But in spite of the fact that we don't have 
the same views with some of our members, we thought that the issue of OAU 

is more important than the issue of any other country, or any issue for that 
matter. We are not prepared to sacrifice the OAU on the altar of any issue 
concerning any country. The important thing is to keep the OAU alive. And 
that is why in spite of our differences, we forgot our differences and went 
to Tripoli. In fact, if everybody had the same attitude, we could have 
solved our situation, this situation. And this is why I appeal to all members 
of the OAU to forget about all our differences, to forget about all these 
issues, go to the OAU meeting with open minds and when we get a quorum, then 
we will be able to discuss these issues: The issue of Polisario, the issue 
of Chad, the issue of Angola, Namibia and the rest. We can only discuss them 
if OAU meets. It is no use discussing them without the OAU. Hence that 

is where we should direct our attention. 


So from this, there issued a long debate and in the end it was generally 
agreed that there should be another attempt. This time everybody should be 
invited to attend that meeting without any precodition. Once we get there 
then we could just bring up any issues for discussion and if the summit 
agrees on one issue, that is that.

EDITORIAL SPECULATES ON MESSAGE FROM U.S.

[Editorial: ‘American Message?" ] 


[Text] Washington's voice is seldom heard these days--at least not in regard 
to South Africa. So when it does express itself--as it did this week through 
the medium of the U.S. ambassador to South Africa, Mr Herman Nickel, 
addressing the American Chamber of Commerce in Johannesburg--it provides 
scope for looking for signs of change, if any, in policy. 


Much of what Mr Nickel said was a restatement of the worthiness of the Reagan 
administration's policy of "constructive engagement.'’ But he also went 
Significantly beyond the established Reaganite stance... 


Firstly was his denunciation of the "status quo" in South Africa. As he put 
it: 'The very basis of constructive engagement is our recognition that the 
Status quo in South Africa is simply incompatible with both our national . 
values and our national interest in peaceful development and stability in 


this vital region." 


The Reagan administration would no doubt maintain that this has always been 
its policy. But rightly or wrongly that is not the way it has been perceived 
by many, whether in South Africa or other parts of Africa or even in America. 
Instead, President Reagan's government has been seen as being sympathetic 
towards Pretoria, to put it at its mildest. This belief has been bolstered 
by the keynote speech made in Honolulu some 18 months ago by Dr Chester 
Crocker, the U.S. assistant secretary of state for Africa, plus the 
administration's long silences, together with its helpful attitude in 
asssisting South Africa in areas such as obtaining nuclear fuel. 


Only too obviously Mr Nickel was intent on correcting this image of Washington. 
He spoke emphatically, right down to condemnation of detention without trial. 


Equally noteworthy was his statement that the future peace of South Africa 
requires government based on the consent of the black majority. Only the 
naive will believe that this was anything but a deliberate--and totally 
rejecting--reference to the key issue of the exclusion of blacks from the 
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present constitutional proposals. And lest anyone should still be in doubt, 
Mr Nickel also declared outright U.S. opposition to depriving blacks of their 
South African citizenship against their will. 


So why are there these shifts? Is Washington merely reacting defensively 
to pressures, particularly from the liberal wing of the Republican Party, 
emanating from the criticism that constructive engagement is not achieving 
any meaningful change? 


Or is even more at stake? Can it be that the Reagan administration believes 
constructive engagement has contributed towards the nationalists making some 
reformist moves, but has now decided that pressure must be stepped up with 

the aim of seeking to ensure that change becomes meaningful and rapid? Was 
Mr Nickel'sspeech this week the harbinger of an altered, more thrustful and 


critical policy? 


Is this the message from America?

[Text] Pressure from abroad has never been the first, best reason why 
South Africa should engage in reform. A pressing self-interest in survival 
should ensure that the creaking engine of change is jolted into higher gear. 


But neither can South Africa afford to ignore the self-interest of its few 
remaining friends. Or squander the precious breathing space given by the 
Reagan admini-tration in the hope that a targeted policy of constructive 
engagement could succeed where random pressure and empty rhetoric had so 


spectacularly failed. 


But even friends--especially those who have invested a great deal of their 
credibility, at home and in the councils of the world, in their willingness 
to exchange the carrot for the stick in dealing with South Africa--require 
some reassurance that their policy is about to bear fruit. 


South Africa, therefore, cannot ignore the note of urgency in a speech by 
the American ambassador this week. For there can be no doubt that the time 
for that harvest is rapidly running out. The Reagan administration has 
passed the mid-term mark and Washington is already gearing itself for the 
next elections when its South African policy will be called ever more 


strongly to account. 


This week's hints and nudges of a ceasefire on the Angolan-Nambian border 
could, if realised, do South Africa's credit in Washington some good, but, 
as the U.S. ambassador stressed, the South West African issue is only one 
thread in Washington's policy for the region. Another, equally important, 
is evolutionary change within South Africa itself. 


And there all progress has been put on hold while the government indulges in 
some silly arm wrestling with Dr Treurnicht, proving once again that South

NEWSPAPERS AMENDMENT ACT PROVISIONS NOT YET USED

[Text] None of the provisions of the Registration of Newspapers Amendment 
Act of 1982 have yet come into operation. With the exception of Section 36, 
which may be promulgated in the near future, promulgation of the act will 
stand over for the time being. This has been announced by the minister of 
internal affairs, Mr F. W. De Klerk in reply to a question in the House of 


Assembly. 


Mr De Klerk said that after negotiations with the Newspaper Press Union and 
the conference of editors it was agreed that they would go ahead with the 
establishment of a media council, as proposed by them. The government 
agreed to keep promulgation of the act in abeyance for the time being to 
give the council a chance to prove itself. 


Mr De Klerk said Section 36 of the act, which brings the South African 
Broadcasting Corporation [SABC], within the scope of the Publications 
Control Board, will be promulgated once practical arrangements with the 
SABC have been properly established. He said these arrangements were 
receiving attention at present and that section of the act might be 
promulgated in the near future. 


The official opposition spokesman on media affairs, Mr Dave Dalling, commented 
that the law had been rushed through Parliament in the dying moments of its 
last session and in spite of opposition from every journalistic quarter. 

He said that at the time the minister had said the legislation was a matter 

of great urgency, but 8 months later not a single provision of the act was 

in force. Mr Dalling said this was because the terms of the act were ill 
considered, badly drafted and virtually unworkable. He appealed to the 
government to repeal the law.

However, according to the FCRD communique, the French consulate replied that 
it was prepared to issue an entry visa for Mr Karl-I-Bond immediately, on 
condition that he signs a statement under which he formally agrees not to 


speak on the occasion. 


The Congolese Front is "surprised that the French Socialist government, 
which in some parts of the world, especially at Cancun, championed the 
rights of man, should prevent someone from representing an opposition party 
in a dictatorial country from speaking."’ Furthermore, the front stresses 
that the Pantin meeting must be specifically devoted to the defense of the 
13 founding parliamentarians of the Zairian opposition party, the Union for 
Democracy and Social Progress, who were sentenced to 15 years imprisonment. 


An official source in Paris asserts that no specific conditions were requested 
of Nguza Karl-I-Bond, the former Zairian prime minister currently living 

in exile in Belgium, when he requested a short-stay visa in France in order 

to participate in a public meeting. 


Karl-I-Bond was only reminded of the fact that "like all political refugees, 
while in France he was expected to exercise restraint,'' the same source 
added. It was Karl-I-Bond himself who failed to "pursue his request for the 
visa," the source further explained. The former minister, who had been 
imprisoned then released and resettled in Zaire before going into exile 
abroad, "probably felt that the demand for restraint would prevent him from 
saying all that he wanted to during the public meeting," official French

CONSTITUTION AMENDMENT BILL PASSES SECOND READING

primary elections. The bill, which has been exhaustively debated, met the 
two-thirds majority required for passing the constitution amendment bill. 


Winding up the debate for the second reading, Prime Minister Nalumino Mundia 
described the bill as a unique experience, noting that all members debated it 
freely. Mr Mundia defended the provision in the bill which allows the Central 
Committee to approve or disapprove prospective candidates so that UNIP (?plus) 
all political parties must have the power to vet prospective candidates. 

Mr Mundia said it was impossible for a political party to exist without rules 
and regulations. He said members who do not meet certain requirements, for- 
feit the rights to enjoy certain rights in the public, including standing for 


elections. 


Earlier, Minister of State for Defence and Security, Grey Zulu said any 
eligible party member could stand for Central Committee elections as long as 
his candidature was supported by the National Council. 


Chairman of Finance and Economic Committee of the Central Committee, Mr (Elijah 
Mudende) reminded the house the political system that exists in Zambia now 


was designed by Zambians themselves right from the beginning, and if they 
felt like changing some aspects of it, there was nothing wrong in doing so.

SWAPO'S NUJOMA COMMENTS ON U.S. STAND ON NAMIBIA

[Text] SWAPO President Mr Sam Nujoma has dismissed reports that the forth- 
coming solidarity meeting of frontline states to be held in Portugal next 
month has been initiated by the United States. The reports say that the 
Lisbon meeting would possibly be the last hope for Namibia's independence 
and its main aim was to see how best to implement the latest formula. 


Speaking in an interview at State House, Mr Nujoma reiterated that SWAPO 
forces were fighting inside Namibia and America's insistence on the Cuban 
troops withdrawal from Angola was out of the question. 


The Lisbon summit, Mr Mujoma said, was an international conference called 
by what he termed "progressive forces" which were in solidarity with the 
frontline states.

Asked whether SWAPO would accept the U.S. stand on Cuban troops, Mr Nujoma 
said: "If Angola feels it does not want Cuban troops, they will decide that 
with Cuba.

SWAPO forces are fighting inside Namibia and that again is for us in SWAPO 


to decide," 


On reports that three of America's partners in the Western contact group 
had rejected the U.S. linkage of the Namibia issue to the withdrawal of 
Cuban troops from Angola, Mr Nujoma said although SWAPO appreciated this, 
the other dissenting members had no choice but to "follow their leader, 
America.'' The huge investments Western countries had in South Africa 
militated against the spirit that would lead to Namibia's freedom. Last 
month West German Ambassador to Zambia Mr Guenter Wasserberg said his 
government was against the linkage and did not heistate to say so. 


Canadian High Commissioner Mr Charles Douglass Fogerty said his country 
considered UN Resolution 435 as providing the basis for a Namibian settle-
